Worrell, Expansion, Politics 

While brother Mike has been making a splash with 
CBN's contract to televise the WorreU 1000 Hobie Cat 
race, Chris WorreU has been moving substantially ahead 
on dry land. 

Worrell. wh« opened his Worrell Brother's 
Restaurant on Atlantic Avenue seven years ago, has 
opened four new Virignia Beach businesses since Jan. 
20. 1980. Recently opened are Worrell Brothers Family 
Fun Center, 1907 Atlantic Avenue; Worrell Brothers 
Inn, 209 19th Street; WorreU Brothers Retreat, 206 20th 
Street; and WorreU Brothers Sportswear, 207 19th 
Street. A WorreU Brothers Health Club, 19th Street, is 
scheduled to open next FaU. A WorreU Brothers Charter 
Cat service on Athintic Avenue is also set to reopen next 
year. 

The cost of purchasing the properties, and of refur- 
bishing the faciUties, WorreU reports, is about $2.5 
million.

UUtimately. WorreU. who founded the Flordia to 
Virginia Beach non-ttop sailing race seven yean ago, 
envisions the 1000 becoming an internationally 
recognized and hailed sporting event. Worrell has 
worked for the last coaple of yean to get the 1000 
televised on ABC. CBS or NBC, but to no avail. Then, 
last Fall, the Ontintental Broadcasting Network (CBN) 
in Virginia Beach approached Worrell about televising 
the event. Alter discussions a five-year contract betwaen 
CBN and Worreli was signed. 

It is estimated that the broadcast audience for this 
year's Worrell 1000 will range between IS and. 20 
milUon. The contract calls for CBN to issue nighUy up- 
dates and produce a one-hour special on the race. 
WNOR (FM99) in Norfolk will serve as flagship station 
for the ladio network, which WorrcU says will include 
10 to 20 East Coast stations and one in Australia. The 
race begins May 14 in Fort Lauderdale, Fla., and is ex- 
pected to conclude May 19 or 20 in Virginia Beach. The 
WorreU 1000 special will air on CBN on June 12, and 
then will be syndicated. CBN sports president John 
Claiborne also said the special would be broadcast on 
the network's four suellite sUtions in Norfolk, Boston, 
Dallas and Atlanta. 

Worrell admits filming the race up the coast will not 
be an easy task, but feels assured that CBN can do it 
easily, and at the same time build its image for sports 
coverage. 

"I've been very impressed with CBN." WorreU said. 
"They have a very good approach about how to fihn it, 
and they also seem to have the best hardware. It's a 
major logistical undertaking to film a race as it proceeds 
up the coastline." 

Visiting teams in this year's race include those from 
Holland and Australia. Eventually, Wondl predicts, after 
talking with City and Chamber of Commerce offidab, 
that the race will evolve into a week of activities in- 
cluding parades iionoring guest counliWi iKittt shows. 
4inner parties and awards ceremonies. 

Next year's race will indude a monohuO dass. 
On Sept. 12. 1982. the Chesapeake light Race will be 
held, sponsored by Worrell, with over 200 boats com- 
peting. The Hobie Poinu Regatta wiH happen the 
weekend ending the Worrell 1000.

UOOO has been set up for Crime Solvers. This number 
wiU be manned by the Virginia Beadi Police Depar- 
tment oo a 24 hour a day basis. 

Each week an unsolved crime is selected as the crime 
of the week and the facts will be broadcast on tdevision, 
radio, and printed in various newspaper. When a call is 
received by Crime Solvers, a fact sheet will be filled out. 
The date, time and a brief summary of the caller's in- 
formation is inctaded. The person taking the call assigns 
the caller a number. This number will be used in sob- 
sequent calls to Crime Scdvers, and if and when any 
reward is paid to the caller. If the caller gives their name 
and {diooe number, that information will also be logged 
but kept in the strictest of confidence. All calkn may 
remain anonymous with no pressure to reveal tbdr Iden- 
tity, and still odlect their reward. 

If the callers infcmnation results in the arreit and in- 
dictment of an ofleoder or the an>rehensiQn of a wan- 



ted persMi. contact with the caller will be through the 
media a«rf arrangements made so that the person can 
leoeive the reward in cash and iHvserve his anoiqnnity. 

A Crime Sdven Board of Directors, con^osed of 
citizens of Virginia Beach, from aU areas of the com- 
munity win oversee the operation of the program and 
approve the rewards to be paid. The determination of 
the reward is based on inf ormatioa presented by the 
Police Coordinators. The Board of IXrectors does not 
know who called in the infcmnation, only the facts of 
the case and the caller's Crime Solver number.

Good rf«^<g«{ng with plants is something more than 
merdy putting bushes here and there. It requires under- 
standing each plant's individual qualities and problems. 
A flowering cherry, for example, has a tremendous 
rquaUty in its flowers but a prioblem with tent cater- 
pillars. The potential for insect damage to a particular 
ornamental should ahvays be considered when one is 
purdiasing idants. 

The month of May has nxm examples of insect 

problems than any other month, lliis is pardy due to 

the many insects whidi hatch in Mtf and partly to the 

fact that people, working in the yard, happen to notice 

the insecU for the firsttiflie. UaeCts ^ouUf only be con- 

iidered a pest to becontndled when their p<^iulati(Mi is 

large enought to cause real damage to your {rfants. Up 

to 20% of the foliage of shade trees may be eaten 
without any damage to the tree. If S0% or more is eaten 

«■ damaged, then control measures should be con- 
sidered. I say "considered" because the ocpense of 
q>raying a large shade tree may out weigh the loss of 
foliajge occuring to the tree. 

Some of the more common insect pests this month are 
tent caterpillars, leaf miners, and leaf beetles.

than the damage they actually do. By May, the tent and 
larvae have reached full size. At this time, larvae begin 
roaming the landscape searching for places to pupate 
and, subsequently, attract the most attention. When 
they reach this stage, control with sprays is usdess. Con- 
trol of tent caterpillars shotild be done in early Afml. 
One can remove the tent by pruning or tearing it out 
with a stick. This should be done at dusk when all the 
caterpillars have returned to the tent. A variety of 
sprays can also be used in late March or early April and 
they include carbaryl (sevin). diaonon (Spectradde) and 
a bacteria called Bacillus thuringiensis. All of these and 
others are available here in Virginia Beach. 

Leaf ndncfs have been busy all year eating the leaves 
of landscape iriants. Their damage, however, is very 
conspicuous at this time of year. Damage ^>pears as 
ydlow leaves interspersed throughout the green ones. 
The larvae of leafminers emerge as adults in May and 
unmediatdy lM#a feeding on the new leaves. Feeding 
damage looks like smaU needk pricks on the leaf sur- 
face. Eggs are laid and hatch by eariy June. To contrtri 
leaf miners, q>ray once with a systemic insecticide such 
as dimethoate (cygon, DeFend) ot acephate (Orthene) in 

mid June. 

Leaf bccdei are pesU on many of the shade trees plan- 
ted here m Virginia Beach. These pests arrive in the lan- 
dsc^>e in early May and by August has severely 
damaged the tree. All that remains of damaged leaves 
are the veins and skdeton. The adults over-winter in 
fvotected areas such as house siding and under debris. 
The best control is to treat the affected tied with a 
^tonic insecticide, but others such as carbaryl (sevin) 
and Bacillus thuringiensis (Dipel. Tburicide) will also 
give control. It is important to spray for leaf beetles 
when they first appear in May. Subsequent application 
may be needed during the summer. As with all sprays, 
be sure to carefully read the label before using. 

To minimiTe pest problems, the Virginia Beach gar- 
dener should become familiar with pest-prone plants as 
well as pest resistant varieties. By using pest resistant 
plants, gardeners will minimize the time spent on main- 
tenance. Howevo', if the flowering cherry can not be 
resisted, then at least one will know what maintenance 
problems to expect.

Employee Salary Raises 



Qty employees are the 
silent majority during 
budget deliberations on 
the proposed 1982-83 Vir- 
ginia Beach Operating 
Budget. 

Tucked among the bud- 
get figures somewhere is 
a 2^ percent across-the- 
board salary increase for 
city employees. 

At the same time the 
School Board budget has 
provided for a nine to ten 
percent salary increase. 

But at the public hear- 
ing on the budget last 
week only one dty em- 
ployee, representing the 
police, spoke out request- 
ing equity in salaries for 
city employees. Other 
employees were silent. 

Interim Qty Manager 
Giles Dodd expressed 
concern about the morale 
of the city employees over 
the diffeiences in recom- 
mended Salary increases, 
but it wasn't the same as 
giving the employees the 
opportunity to express 
their views the way the 
teachers and their sup- 
porters did. 

At a budget work ses- 
sion Monday morning. 
Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley said that during 
three weeks 9f attending 
forums, *'l bit my tongue 
quite a bit because the 
city side and ihe dty 
employees «re taking a 
rough rap. But we appre- 
date what you're doing," 
she said. 

Dodd said also that 
sute employees are rec- 
eiving a 4i/i percent 
aCTOSs-thc-board increase 
and a 4^ percent merit 
increase for those who 
have not reached the top 
pf the scale. 

Two-thirds of the dty 
employees also will be 
eligible for merit in- 
creases but will reoehw 
these at different times 
throughout the year on 
their anniversary date 
with the dty or on the 
anniversary date of their 



last promotion. 

Dodd said employees 
do feel strongly about the 
increases and wanted to 
make presentations at the 
public hearing. 

Coundbnan John A. 
Baum said that teachers 
are relatively active while 
other employees remain 
neutral. 

Dodd said he was con- 
cerned about equity. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
asked whether the imbal- 
ances in the recom-. 
mended increases trou- 
bled the employees and 
asked why Dodd would 
recommend they not 
speak at the public hear- 



ing. He pointed cut that 
the p<*cc had a spokes- 
man. 

Heischober said that 
the employees ^1* that 
Dodd was their spokes- 
man.

rates for OMnparable services.

C&P will be kept out of emerging markets and many 
innovative services will be kept from the pubUc. 

The bill purports to protect the interests of C&P and 
its customers. But the bill's principal supporters outside 
of Congress are competitors-including foreign com- 
petitors-whose main objective lyjpears to be to protect' 
their own interests by preventing ATAT from com- 
peting in markets that it is weU-equipped to serve. It 
seems evident that thdr interests do not coincide with 
the interests of the average tdephone user . 

If you oppose this legislation, as many do. it is urgent 
that you let your Congressman know.

Ludes Causing Many, Many Deaths

Methaqualone tablets, 
known in the trade as 
Quaaludes and by some 
Virginia Beach kids simply 
as "ludes," are causing 
more deaUis from over- 
dose, accident and suicide 
than "speed." LSD, 
"angel dust" or even 
heroin, accbrding to a 
recent survey by the 
Nati(Mial Institute on Drug 
Abuse. 

A report published in a 
recent Reader's Digest 
calls Quaaludes "more 
common than cocaine 
and, some authorities say, 
more dangerous than 
heroin." Marijuana is 
ivobably the only illicitly 
distributed drug Uken 
more frequently. 

While Quaaludes can be 
sold legitimately when 
prescribed by physicians 
as a sedative, they are far 
more widely obtained on 
the Mack market. In fact, 
for every pill legally 
prescribed, 1000 are sold 
illegally. 

The drug is incredibly 
strong and dangerous. "It 
makes you staggering 
^ drunk, more so than 
alcohol," says Dr. Ronald 
Wright, medical examiner 
of Broward County, 



Florida. "One pij^is the 
equivalent of eight ounces 
of 100-proof whiskey, and 
kids usually take two." 

The effect on driving is 
predictable. Broward 
County authorities found 
that one-quarter of the 
motorists killed in that 
county are under the mflu- . 
ence of Quaaludes, the 
same propOTtion as that

involving alcohol. 
Methaqualone is also 
highly addictive-three or 
four weeks of regular use 
will do it-and sudden 
withdrawal can cause 
death. 

"Most methaqualone 
vM in the United States 
comes in from overseas," 
The Digest continues, 
"smuggled in as raw 



powder or counterfeit 
pills-more than 100 tons 
last year." Although the 
Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration has stepped 
up its confiscating efforts, 
it estimates that a mere 30 
percent of the illegal ship- 
ments is nabbed. 

Tougher laws are 
proposed by various ex- 
perts-^to make all use 



illegal, as is the case with 
heroin; to increase 
penalties for dealing in 
methaqualone; and to 
make driving under its in- 
fluence a crime. "Unless 
Americans do something 
to combat the growth of 
this drug, its use will take 
an even greater toll on our 
youth," the report con- 
dudes. 



Beach Lawyer Disbarred 



The Virginia State Bar 
Disdpiinary Board recen- 
tly disbarred a Vir^nia 
Beach lawyer after the 
Board determined that he 
neglected matters en- 
trusted to him by three 
separate clients. 

Ronald P. Hanuners 
was found guilty of 
vioUtting four rules of the 
Virginia Code of 
Professional Respon- 
sibility, the set of Virginia 
Supreme Court canons- by 
which all practicing 
Virginia lawyers must 
abide. In the flrst matter. 
Hammers neglected a 
client's divorce case, for- 
cing her to employ new 
coimsel. 



In the second matter. 
Hammers neglected a 
client's child support case, 
including failing to amxar 
on the hearing date to 
defend his dient, resulting 
in a default judgment 
being entered against his 
client and a garnishment 
being applied to his 
client's wages. Because of 
this garnishment, the 
client was forced to 
declare bankruptcy. 

In the third matter. 
Hammers failed to per- 
form any services for a 
client in a divorce case, 
fordng the client to seek 
other counsel to represent 
her. Hammers also failed 
to refund the $85 fee 



which this client had given 
him in advance for his ser- 
vices.

It's Strawberry time in Virginia Beach and the 
luscious red berries are just about ready for picking. 
Now before you go on your strawberry outing, you need 
to be prepared. Call the strawberry farm to find out the 
right day and time for picking. If you need a pick-your- 
own guide listing the farms in Tidewater, call the 
Virginia Beach Department of Agriculture, 427-461 1 . 

Once you have arrived at the strawberry field in com- 
fortable clothes and pail ready for picking, there are a 
few things to remember. Strawberries by nature are 
fragile, meaning they need tender loving care in tran- 
sporution from field to the home. If carried in a hot 
trunk of a car with the lid down, the berries are likely to 
be cooked before they reach their destination . 

To pick strawberries, always break the stem by pin- 
ching between the thumb and forefinger. Pulling the 
berry from the plant can bruise the fruit, loosen the cap, 
or damage the plant. Loosening or removal of the cap 
causes loss of moisture and rapid deterioration. Berries 
which are fully ripe but not overripe are best for 
freezing and preservmg. , 

You need to refrigerate the strawberries as quickly as 
possible as soon as they arrive home. The removal of 
field heat will slow the ripening process. You will want 
to use the berries in two or three days to insure their 
freshness. Buy or pick only the amount of berries you 
will use since they spoil quickly. One quart equals five 
servings, ('/j cup); and two quarts equals three pints 
preserves (approximately). To prepare for eating wash 
and remove caps just before serving. If capped before 
washing, flavor, juice and nutrients are lost. 

To prepare for freezing sort; wash with cap on in cold 
water, drain. Fracilag Strawbcrrlet: Individual whole 
strawberries may be frozen by washing, but not 
removing the caps. Dry berries on paper toweling; place 
on cooke sheets one layer deep and place in freezer. 
When frozen, pack the bcrriet in freezer bags or con- 
tainers and label. When ready to serve, pour out desired 
amount; thaw slightly; remove caps and prepare for ser- 
ving. Return unused berries immediately to the freezer. 
To Prcnti^ ttrawbcrrics for freezing with sugar, 
syrup, water, sliced or crushed or to make into juice. 



sort berries; wash with cap on in cold water; drain and 
remove caps. 

Wkole ittawfcctika with latar: In a shallow pan, and 
tiiree fourths cup sugar to each quart of berries and mix 
thoroughly, but gently. Pack into container, leaving one 
half inch headroom. Seal and freeze. 

Wlmk strawkcirtcs with lyfiii: Cover berries with 
cold 50% syrup. Leave one half inch headroom. Seal 
and freeze. 

Whole strawbcffiks with water (UMweete«ed): The 
color of the berries may be protected by coveriiig with 
water to which one teaspoon, crystaiine ascorbic acid 
(e.g. Fruit Fresh or Mrs. Wages) is dissolved in one 
quart of water. Leave appropriate headroom. Seal and 

freeze. 

Sliced or crashed strawberries: Slice or crush whole 
berries partially or completely. In a shallow pan, and 
three fourths cup sugar to each one quart of berries. 
Mix thoroughly: pack in container, leaving one half in- 
ch headroom. Seal and freeze. Juice: Crush whole 
berries and drain through a jeUy bag. Add two thirds to 
one cup sugar to each one quart of juice or omit sugar 
entirely. Pour into containers, leaving appropriate 
headroom. Seal and freeze. 

Canning of strawberries except as jams, jellies or 
preserves is not recommended. 

Freezer jams have become popular with jam and jelly 
makers. The following uncooked strawberry jam is an 
easy way to preserve those extra berries. 

Strawberry Jam (Uncooked) 
3 cups crushed strawberries (about IVi qts. fresh berries) 
5 cups sugar 

1 package powdered pectin 
1 cup water 

Crush berries and measure into a large bowl. Add 
sugar, mix well and let stand for 20 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally. Dissolve pectin in water. Bring to a boU and 
boil for 1 minute. Add to the berry-sugar mixture and 
stir for two minutes. 

Pour into freezer containers. Cover and let stand at 
room temperature for 24 hours or until the jam has set. 
When jam has set, store in refrigerator or freezer. 
Storage time in the refrigerator is approxinaately a mon- 
th; in the freezer, a year.

Eric Henry Is Pitching Sensation

Since the age of eight, Eric Henry has devoted himself 
to pitching a baseball. 

And now, at the age of 17, Heniy is esublishlng him- 
self as one of the best high school pitchers in the area 
while playing for the Kellam baseball team. 

With one regular season and some possible playoff 
games left, the senior sports an 8-1 record with a 2.19 
earned run average. 

But the success has not just been a one year story for 
him. as Henry was 7-3 on the mound for Kellam in his 
sophomore and junior seasons combined. 

While the broadly built S-10 Henry has a lot of 
natural talent, some feel his other qiudities hdp make 
him such a success. 

*'Eric is a very intdligent player." Coach Wayne 
Sykes said, "and he takes a lot of pride in what he 
does." 

Because of his intelligence on the field, Henry has 
picked off six enemy base runners this year, and hu had 
only four stolen bases off him in 19 attempts. 

"I don't really have that good of a pick-off move, as 
some people think," he explained, "s(»J try to use my 
quickness and try to surprise the runners." 

Henry is very self-conscious and is an extreme com- 
petitor, to the point that he has been known to lose his 
temper during a game if he makes a mistake. 

"Coach Sykes has tried to help me with that," said a 
smiling Henry, "by letting me know it is wrong to get 
upset on the field." 

With his team sporting a 14-3 record and with good 
chances of advancing to the Eastern Region and then 
the State championships. Henry has come to be depen- 
ded upon as the "main-man" on the pitching staff. 

"Eric is the only pitcher we have who has consistently 
gotten people out," Sykes said, "and we have used him 
as often as possible." 

Indeed, Henry has pitched in 14 of Keilam's 17 
games. 

In one recent game, a 2-0 shutout against Kempsville, 
Henry may have pitched the best game of hiscareer. 

"He threw one of the better games since I have been 
here." said'S-year veteran coach Sykes, "and he was 
quicker than usual against them (Kempsville)." 

Quickness and speed are not Henry's best traits as a 
pitcher. Although he has struck out 64 batters in 67 in- 
nings. Henry prefers to throw other pitches than a fast- 
baU. 

"I consider myself a flnesse pitcher," Henry said, 
"and 1 like to throw breaking pitches and a curvetMdl 
more than a fastball." 

"But I still can overpower people," he added. 

Henry states this more matter-of-factly than in a 
bragging manner, for he has obtained ccmfideiice in 
himself. 

"I think the success Eric has achieved has really 
boosted his self-confidence as a pitcher," said Sykes. 

And Henry can hit well, too. Twice this year, first 
with a dranutic three-run homerun to beat Faith 
Christian and then with a three-run double in the 
Knights' first meeting with Kempsville, he has had game 
winning hits. 

His batting averagr ii a modest .224, but for good 
reason. 

"A lot of times, when I pitch wdl, I don't tet hto," 
said Henry, who also plays third base, "becauw I con- 
centrate so mach on pitching. " 



"He definitely is more important to us as a pitcha 
than as a hitter," said Sykes. 

With the abundance of runs Kdlam has been sewing 
this year, his bat has not been needed very often. 

"I think the team scores more nuis when I'm pit- 
ching, because they have confidence in me," Henry 
said. 

Although he is not sure yet where he will go, both 
Henry and Sykes feel that the pitcher will play coU^e 
baseball. 

"I think he has a very good chance of getting a shot at 
either a Division I or II school as a pitcher," Sykes said. 

And does Eric Henry plan to play professional 
basebaO? 

"Definitely." he said, without blinking a lash.

By proclamation from the mayor's office, May 13, 
1982 was rccentiy proclaimed Virginia Beach Police Of- 
ficer's Memorial Day. This day gave all of us in law en- 
forcement time to reflect on the profession we have 
chosen. 

Six Virginia Beach police officers have died in the line 
of duty in recent years with the most curroit being of- 
ficer Daniel T. Maloney who was senselessly gunned 
down on Dec. 27, 1981 by an esoysee from a Maryland 
penitentiary. Dan made the supreme sacrifice for the 
citizens of Virginia Beach. We who serve this city also 
know that it could happen to anyone of us at any time, 
yet we continue to serve. Does this mean we have a mar- 
tyr complex? Certainly not. it only means we have made 
a commitment to our community and to our God. Our 



bdief that society needs that thin blue line q)earating 
order from chaos, law frcMn lawlessness, and good from 
evil is the driving force that keeps our commitment 
strong and unwavering. 

Routinely, police work is boring. Television and 
movies portray police work to be something it really is 
not. The daily calls for service from the community 
along with the paper work take up most of an officers 
tour of duty. The monotony can continue for weeks on 
end until a life or death situation confronts an officer. 
Lulled into a false sense of security because of the inac- 
tivity of the weeks before, he must call upon all his 
training and instincts to come to the forefront instantly. 
One miscue at that moment could determine whether or 
not a feUow officer will be knocking on the door of an 
unsuspecting wife of a downed officer. 

Because the month of May is Law MonUi, I would 
hope the citizens of Vurginia Beach take a moment to 
recognize the important role their police department 
plays in their everyday Uves. Directiy or indirectiy, the 
department affects everyone. 

Safe streets and a clean community do not come 
without a pricetag. That price has been paid six times 
over the years with the lives of Virginia Beach police of- 
ficers. When you pray, pray for us, the soldiers of 
society.

The Library Cometh; 
Little Neck Prepares

"In the area of ^r^nia Beach Boulevard, bet- 
ween Pembroke and Rose Hall, there have been 
no negative comments fixmi people that the library 
would be right in thdr back yards," said Marcy 
Sims, Director of Virguiia Beach Public Libraries. 

Sims addressed Virginia Beach City CouncU this 
week, nudging its 1 1 members closer to finally ap- 
provhig a site for Virginia Beach's upcoming $6.3 
million central library. But Council, torn between 
two possible site locations, deferred acting on the 
proposed resolution until next Monday's meeting. 

lliere seems to be no question that the proposed 
90,000 square feet, miUti-level complex will be 
located on the east side of Willis Wayside Fur- 
niture store. The question is, on which side of 
Virginia Beach Boulevard should it be located? 

After considering at least a half a dozen possible 
locations, Sims said, two sites are favored, both 
on the east side of Willis Wayside, and directly 
across the boulevard from each other in the 4100 
block of Virginia Beach Boulevard . 

Both sites in contention cover seven acres. 

One site discussed is owned by Paula Collins, 
with 320 feet fronting Virginia Beach Boulevard 
and selling for $60,000 an acre. The other much 
discussed site belongs to the Thalia Wayside Cor- 
poration, with 600 feet facing the Boulevard, at 
$63,000 an acre. 

Sims said there may be "slightly higher advan- 
tages" to the Thalia Wayside site, noting ac- 
- - cessibility, visibility, and price. 

Collins' attorney is Bruce Mills. After plans for 
the central library get underway, Sims expects its 
completion final date four or five years from now.

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Home Designed To Conserve Energy 



Virginia Beach House 
May Be Representative 
Of Future Housing 



Earlier this month Solar 
Design Systems com- 
pleted the first passive 
sdar envelope home in 
Virginia Beach. The first 
public viewing of the 
home occurred during the 
highly publicized Solar 
Trek sponsored by Design 
Collaborative. IXiring the 
nine hours the home was 
open, more than SOO 
people viewed the solar 
home which experts have 
said will make the con- 
ventioaally built home of 
today obsolete in the next 
five years. 

Why such an interest 
has developed in this re- 
markable new design can 
easily be explained in the 
fact that there is no active 
heating or cooling system. 
Because of its envelope 
design the expected elec- 
tric bill for the home 
should not average more 
than S40 per month 
(approx. living area 2600 
sq. ft.) 

What is the envelope 
home? The envelope 
home is primarily an 
energy conserving design. 
The design follows the 



philosophy of energy con- 
servation as opposed to 
energy production. It is 
normally easier to save a 
BTU then to produce that 
same BTU. 

The name of the en- 
velope home implies its 
unique design feature: an 
envelope of air surround- 
ing the house. Some have 
called it a "house within a 
bouse," which is some- 
what descriptive, yet 
gives the unfortunate im- 
pression that the house 
could be prohibitively ex- 
pensive to build. Such is 
not the case. Most oi the 
envelope spaces are or- 
dinary features in many 
homes. The top of the en- 
velope is normally the 
attic, and the bottom is 
either a crawl space or 
basement. The south vert- 
ical plenum is created by a 
sunspace or solarium, a 
very popular and attract- 
ive feature in these 
homes. So it's really only 
on the north side that a. 
double wall is erected in 
order to complete the loop 
around the house. The 
east and west walls are 
normally very well insul- 



ated single walls; and 
since they would not 
benefit firom the envelope 
protection, windows are 
minimized on these walls. 

William J. Conner, Jr., 
owner and president of 
Solar Design Systems, 
was very pleased at how 
the puUic has received 
the passive solar design 
and further commented 
that "the extremely low 
ekctric bills will excite 
people but they will also 
be pleased to know that 
this envelope design lends 
itself to a very open and 
flowing floor plan perfect 
for family living. 

Worth Womble, Jr. of 
Womble Realty expressed 
that we will have few 
problems in marketing 
this exciting concept due 
to the fact that home 
prices will start in the 70's 
thereby allowing most 
people in the buying mar- 
ket to afiord the envelope 
home. He also mentioned 
that this solar concept is 
not restricted to contem- 
porary architectural de- 
sign but can be utilized in 
traditional and coknial 
designs as well.

Beach teens. 

With almost 30,000 adults out of work in this region, 
competition will be tough even for part-time and tem- 
porary jobs. Making money this siunmer will require 
both persistence and imagination. That's where the 
library can help. There are many library resources with 
the information or advice needed to make a job hunt 
successful. 

Are you afraid to open your mouth at a job inter- 
view? Do you know what information you'll have to put 
on an application? Do you wonder how to write a 
resume or letter about yourself without sounding like a 
bragger or an idiot? Dozens of authors will be delighted 
to show you how it's done. There are sample restunes. 
cover letters, employment tests, and even interviews. 
The authorities have lots of advice on everythiivg from 
using the classified ads to getting yourself into an ap- 
prenticeship. Try Sattler's "Dollars From Dandelions," 
Ashley's "101 Sunwner Jobs," or "The Teenager and 



the Interview" by Keefe. 

And tot a great overaU ^>proadi to finding the per- 
fect job. there's the classic "What Ccdor Is Your 
Parachute?" by BoUes. This popular book emphasizes 
fTmmitiing your abilities to discover careers you never 
considered before. To learn more about these jobs or 
career possibilities, you can consult the "Occupational 
Outlook Handbook," updated regulaiiy by the U.S. 
Government, or other similar guides. There are also 
pamphlets and brochures on jobs in the Vocational 
Guidance Vertical File kept by the Reference Division of 
the Virginia Beach Libraries. 

Rather than settle for a dull job look at alternatives. 
Maybe you could be an applicance demonstrator, an.in- 
ventory Uker. a painter, a pool sitter, or a marketing 
surveyor. You could start your own business. Successful 
student businesses have ranged from dandelion or 
mistletoe removal to floor waxing, "brown bag" 
catering, or a children's used clothing shop. In fact.

The nursing cutback would result fixxn an anticipated 
30 percent reduction m fiederal Title I revenues for the 
dty during the 1982-83 school year. The federal 
government presently provides $1.2 million to Virginia 
Beach to aid schools deemed eligible as determined by 
the economic status of the students' parents. Further, 
the state office of Title I administratioo has ordered that 
schools not use federal money for nursing programs. 
Such funds are earmarked by Congress to be used 
exclusively for instructional purposes, according to 
Shirley Cassida, director of personnel for the school 
system. 

Ali0 coBtribilting to the educational money pinch is 
a lacge shortfiall in the school system's operating 
budget over that which was requested. While the 
1982-83 budget exceeds the currem budget by nearly 
$14 miUion, it falls far short of the school board budget

I conjured images 
of alf sorts of upright files, but I couldn't imderstand 
w^y vertical was preferred to any other orientatian. My 
assignments never led me to an answer to my question 
until the final half of my degree program. One day, in 
looking for some recently published pamphlet material, 
I was actually referred to FT. When I got there, I 
discovered that Uwas nothing more than a four-drawer 
file cabinet painted "desert beige" and labeled on each 
drawer to create an obviously alphabetical order. The 
secret was uncovered, the novitia^ entered the realm 
of the knowing: a vertical file is nothmg more than a file 
cabinet in whidi the Ubrary stores all those pamjrfilets, 
maps, borehures and handouts that defy placement in 
Other parts of the library. A dumjring ground, if you 
win, but a weD-ordered dump in «^idi the most 
peculiarly interesting Sacts can be found. 

Any user <rf a Virginia Beadi public library knows 
that they abound in confusing terms and indedpherrtrie 
jargon: **«omcat»" chase "marc" records of track down 
"official letters" who "seel also" "prtroos" asking 
"reference" questions . A vaudevillian would say that if 
you know the meaning of all those words and phrases, 
you arc either a tramed Hbrarian or a har. Vaudeville 
•side, it is vital that ^^mia Beach residents under- 
stand how to use die vertical files in their brandi 
libraries. These file odriMts coBtain a treasure trove of 
faiformatica that expands the capability of the Mbrary's 
resource collection to meet your needs. 

Where Is IheSer 

Where do you find a vertical file? Each of the five 



branch libraries in >^inia Beach has a vertical file 
made up ctf several cabinets diock-full of alphabetically 
arranged contamers of pamphlets dealing with hund- 
reds of subjects. The location of the vertical file varies 
in every branch library. If you are a library user and 
have never located the vertical file, or if you are new to 
your branch liivary, go to the public service desk and 
ask any fibrary staif member to help you find it. 

What will you find in the vertical file? Pamphlets, 
bcochuies. leaflets, handouts and i»actically every

The vertical file, in fact, is a library within a library, fts 
contents amplify the potency of the library's resource 
collection by providing more current comments upon a 
topic, giving the topic a local perspective or treating the 
topic with a brevity and a depth of involvement most 
ly^opriate toyour needs. 

How do you use the vertical file? Askt Ask a tibrarim 
where it is. where the subject guide can be found that 
will help you find your way through it and how you can 
dieck out vertical file materials fw use in the library or 
your home. Browse through a few folders of 
information and be amazed and surprised by what you 
find. The brochures, pamphlets and related materials 
are colorful, clear in their meaning and fun to use. 

What if you don't find what you want in the vertical 
fite? Ask! Once again, the vertical file is not gouig to be 
the total answer to everyone's needs. If you don't find 
what you want there, and if the library's book coUection 
doesn't satisfy your question, ask a librarian for help. 
Your librarian is the most important resource in your 
library.

With age comes 
awareness and appreciation. I appreciate the 
luxury of driving and am aware of its potential 

danger. 

Driving is a privilege, a convenience, and a 
necessity for many Virginia Beach residents. Even 
so, more of them than we would like to imagine 
will take to the streets this weekend, soaked to the 
giU with more akohoi than it takies to tui a »9ped 
for days, ^me cocktail waitresses say thlf have 
customers who drink between 20 and 30 mixed 
drinks a night). 

Memorial Day weekend is what State Police* 
describe as the "first m«jor warm-weather 
holiday" of the year. Sute Police also announced 
the continuation of Operation C.A.R.E., an 
acronym for Combined Accident Reduction Ef- 
fort. The state sponswed national program is 
deagned to reduce motor vdiide accidents, in- 
juries and fatalities over three major warm 
wcatiier hdiday weekends: Memorial Day. Fourth 
of July and Labor Day. The program indudes in- 



creasing, the number of troopers patrolling cntaia 
sections of interstate, primarjr and seccNndaiy 
roads where past experience and statistical data 
indicates high traffic volunm and high accident 
frequency can be anticipated. The obiedive is to 
encourage motorists to comply with Virginia traf- 
fic laws throi^ the increased visibility of 
troopers. 

In 1981» there were 18 deaths during the 
Memorial Day wedcend in Virginia, and that 
figure presoits the greatest number of Memorial 
Day weekend deaths since 1969 when 19 persons 
died statewide in motor vdiide-related crashes. 
Police attribute the high number of fatalities over 
the Memorial Day weekend to the fact that high 
schools and coHeges are just ending tSdr schocri 
years, families are beginning thehr Summer 
vacation, and othors are taking advantage of a 
long weekend for a trip.

Driving Is A Privilege; 
It Shouldn't Be Abused

Naturally, with the increased number of people 
entering Virginia Beadi beginning Memorial Day 
and continuing throoghout die stmuner, ooui^ed 
with the other aforementioned reasons. I knew at 
least a few peo|^ must have lost thdr lives on 
Virginia Beach hi^iways and streets over past 
Menuxial Day weekends. But, pleasantly, I was 
surprised. 

Acamling to Virginia Vaughan, accident recor- 
ds supervisor, Virginia State P<^ice, since 1974 
there has been on^ one traffic fatality over the 
Memorial Day weekend in Virginia Beach. It oc- 
cured in 1979. The victim 9vas the driver of a car in 

1a two vehicle crash. I bdieve that figure is 
remarkaUe, especially considering the number of 
motor vehicles there are in Virginia Beach. 

Kathleen Skinner, account clerk, personal 
property department, Virginia Beach Com- 
missioner of Revenue Department, reports that in 
1980 there were 105,380 cars, motorcycles and 
trucks in Virginia Beach, 2.373 trailers and 7,963 
business autos and trucks. In 1981 those figures 
rose to 112,689, 3,972 and 8.3%. This year there 
are almost 118,000 cars, motorcycles and trucks, 
S,149 trails?, and 8.197 business autos and trucks 
in Virginia Beach. 

In total, there are 113.716 motor vehicles in 
Virginia Beach that we Icnow about, plus himdreds 
of thousands more out there which are not 
registered, nor taxed. And for some inexplicable 
reason, in the last eight years only one person had 
died at the wheel over Memorial Day weekend in 
Virginia Beach. 

"I don't know why we had no fatalities except 
that one in 1979," said Lt. J. W. Brazier of the 
city's Special Patrol Operations (SPOT) bureau. 
"By the same token, if we had 10 deaths on one 
Memorial Day weekend I couldn't explain that 
either." 

Brazier said he's not surprised at the low 
Virginia Beach Memorial Day holiday death rate, 
and attributes the rate, if pressed, to "good law 
enforcement." 

It's amazing that more people haven't died in 

Virginia Beach over the Memorial Day weekends. 

The booze flows freely down here, and it seems 

( that everybody keeps theif cars washed and finely 

■ 'tuned.' - 

In an affluent city like Vir^nia Beach, the 
people are generous and gracious, often en- 
couraging their guests to have a better time than 
even they, the locals, do. 

As Thomson suggests in the opening quoted 
literary passage, just because the dark of night 
falls on a city, the city's inhabitants do not 
necessairly sleep. Many Virginia Beach residents 
keep late, very late hours. It is typical of humans 
to work hard, earn as much money as possible, 
and play hard. However, over this Memorial Day 
weekend, let's strive for three goals: 

First, enjoy your health and give thanks that 
our shores have not yet been invaded. 

Secondly, you and your guests should enjoy 
Virginia Beach and all it has to offer, 
professionally and socially. 

Thirdly, fulfill the first two goals, and at the 
same time work to make 1982 reaUze another 
deathless Memorial Day weekend in Virginia 
Beach.

The oceanfront of Virginia Beach, for instance, is one 
of the busiest resort sites in the United States, and the 
Naval Station in Norfolk is the largest one of its kind in 
all of America. 

But Tidewater is not known as a sports area. Not only 
has the area lacked a bona-fide major league baseball, 
basketball, or football team, even the "amateur" teams 
have been failures. 

The Norfolk Neptunes was a football team that com- 
peted in the early 1970's in a semi-pro league. The Nep- 
tunes featured future Oakland Raiders defensive 
linemen Otis Sistruck, but even he wasn't enough to 
keep the fans interested, so the team folded. 

The Virginia Squires basketball team competed in the 
American Basketball Association up until the mid 
1970's, but they too folded because of lack of fan sup- 
port. Players such as Julius Erving and George Gervin 
couldn't even bring people to Norfolk Scope. 

Hockey has Mver been a popular attraction in Tide- 
water, and a number of Hampton based teams, the Aces 
and the Redwings, for example, have joined the likes of 
the Neptunes and the Squires. 

Only the Triple-A Tidewater Tides has been an area 
sports mainstay. The New York Mets minor league 
team. Tidewater has drawn only a so-so following whUe 
playing at Met Park in Norfolk. 

So, what's the problem with Tidewater? Don't you 
enjoy a good major league ^une? Imagine seeing "The 
Virgbiia Beach Blues" host the Boston Red Sox along 
with 32.000 other fans. Wouldn't that be great? 

Or n^iat about a chance to watch "Hampton Ilgers" 
play the Washington Redskins? Wow ! 

My suggestion is: If this area is every hidcy enough to 
have a qxvts franchise, please show some suq)port.

Central Library Coming, Also 



Little Neck May Still Get A Librmry Branch 



A decision by Virginia 
Beach Qty Council to pur- 
chase a site for a central 
library in no way elimin- 
ates the Little Neck area 
library project which is 
included in the Capital 
Improvement Program. 
They were more inter- 
ested in getting a branch 
library for which the hind- 
ing is available than in 
waiting for the larger pro- 
ject which is not funded in 
the 1981-85 CIP. 

Monday, by a 7-3 vote, 
Council decided to pur- 
chase a seven-acre site on 
the north side of Virginia 
Beach Boulevard in the 
Little Neck area from the 
Thalia Wayside Corpor- 
ation for a central library. 
Council also directed the 
Library Board, which had 
recommended the pur- 
chase to review plans for 
the Little ^4eck area lib- 
rary. Councilman John A. 
Baum said the action of 
the Council in no way 
cUminatcs the Little Creek 
branch. 

Marcie Sims, library. 
director, said the Library 
Department would look at 
alternate structures for 
the Little Neck as well as 
the Bayfront areas. The 
Board has esublished a 
minimum service area 
population of 40.000 for 
each area library. Little 
Neck has an estimated 
potential growth of only 
28,000 under existing zon- 
ing. 

Eight sites adginaUy 
considered for the Central 
Library, had been nar- 
rowed down to two, the 
Hialia Wayside Corpor- 
atkn lite for wbkli the 
city will play S4SS,000 and

Portrayed are each of the 12 
apostles with various expressions of shock following the 
proclamation by Jesus Christ, at the table's center, that 
one of the deciples will betray Him. 

George W. Drucker, Jr. is the owner of the museum, 
one of 17 similar operations he has opened worldrwide 
at such distant locations as France, Japan and 
Singapore. Each of the wax figures, which costs bet- 
ween $2, SOD and S3. 500, is handmade in London by 
Josephine Tussaud, descendant of the original Madame 
Tussaud who cast waxworks from death masks from 
guilletine victims in French Revolution. Taking more 
than six weeks to create, each figure is then shipped 
directly to Drucker, who has already spent more than 
SSOO.OOO on the beach endeavor. 

Drucker explained the color under the wax surface

as guides. One cdebrity, Hu^ Hefner, founder of 
Playboy magazine, spent many hours posing for his wax 
figure according to Drucker. The late Mae West posed 
for her wax replica by allowing bersdf to be endcMed in 
a plaster fadal cast, said Drucker. 

The process gets a bit trickier when dealing with 
deceased historical figures such as Christ, Lincoln and 
George Washingtcm. "We have to look at the best 
availiMe paintings of the people and recreate thfcir 
image from them as closely as possible." 

Drucker says the Virginia Beach strfp is a prime 
location to open up this business. "This is the perfect 
place," he said. "There are a lot of people here divided 
up into two groups: the tourists and the resideiits and 
servicemen. There just isn't enough entertainment in 
Virginia Beach with appeal to all kinds of people." 

The museum employs 15 Virginia Beach residents in 
the capacities of ticket-takers, hostesses, cashiers, and 
mainteiuuice positions. The museum is open seven days 
a week form 9:30 a.m. until midnight. Admission is
